Nimes, Sept. 21. The Camifars are grown more 
‘Audacious and Numerous fince the Confederate 
Fleet appear’'d in the Mediterranean. They have 
laely burnt 2 Churches, a Farm belonging to the 
Marquefs de la Fare, and 2 or 3 Villages, in which 
were about 300 ancient Roman Catholicks. Mean 
time the Marfhal de Montrevel has. receiv’d Order 
from Court, to difpeople 31 Parifhes of the Upper 
Sevennes and render the Houfes uninhabitable ; to 
the end. the. Camifars. may be depriv’d of all Sub- 


fitance and be reduc’d the eafier. 1 


Other Letters from France which came by the 
Neutral Councries, tell us the War is growing ter- 
rible in the Sevennes ; That the Marfhal de Mont- 
revel after having held a great Council of War, has 
drawn all his Troops togethsr, and is marching with 
them to execute in the Upper Sevennes the Orders 
him trou Court; That while he is marching 
Ni among the Mountains, the Malecontents to the 

uiiber of 7 or 800 are come down into the Plain 
Country ;fince which they appear’d before Aiguenocire 
alicle wall’d Town, and demanded Provifions,which 
being refus’d them, rhey fet Fire to one of the Gates 
and enter'd the Place ; bugdid no hurt to any Per- 
fon, becaufe the Inhabitants are all Proteftants ; yet 
they burnt the Church and carried off a certain quan- 
tity of Provifions; That they have befides acted 
other Hoftilities, and that the Chief Leader of this 
Body is call’d the Chevalier d’Anduze, and has given 
out that he is come down to do {ome Exploits in the 
Pain Country, while the Marthal de Montrevel is 
employ’d in the Mountains; That another Body of 
the Malecontents, who drew together about Caftres 
inthe Upper Languedoc, have burnt feveral Villages 
and Churches, and Jaid in wait to furprize the Bifhop 
of Caftres bur mifs’d him; Thac the Marfhal de 
Montrevel has been oblig’d to. fend a Regiment of 
Dragoons and another of Infantry againft them ; 
And that all the old Catholicks of the open Country 
of the Upper Sevennes are order’d to retire with 
their beft Effects into the Towns, becaufe the King’s 

toops are to make a terrible Ravage.

Pars, October 1. We have receiv’d Advice that 
the Englith and Durch Fleét has been feen off Aiguade 
between Alicant and Barcelona; and that 4 large 
Men of War of that Fleet have appear’d off Per- 
pignan ; which makes it believ’d that the Enemy 
has fome Defign to: make a Defcent on the Coaft of 
Languedoc in favour of the Camilars. Our Troops ' 
in the Sevennes are all in motion, and it having been 
refolv’d to exterminate the Malecontents, they are 
going to burn 40 or 50 Villages, the Inhabitants’ of 
which that are new Converts will be fecur'd ; The 


old Catholicks- are already order’d to retire into the 


Towns; After this Ravage, which will be begun 


- about Ufez, our Troops will purfue the Camifars, | 


and will march ina kind of half Moon in order ro en- 
clofe them and prevent their efcaping. The Camifars 
have committed feveral Ravages within 2 or 3 
Leagues of Nifmes, and have burnt the Church and 
fome Houfes at Bernis. 


From the Camp at Alderbeeften, October 11. On 
Tuefday Collonel Cadogan and Collonel Croonftrom 


whom the Duke of Marlborough had appointed 


Commiffioners for the Exchange of Prifoners, met 
at the Village of Wilre between St. Tron and Leeuwe 
Meitieurs Puech and d’Artois appointed by the Ma- 
refchal de Villeroy for the fame purpofe. There 
hapned fome diiliculry which hindred their pro- 
ceeding on the Exchange that day, and yefterday 
Morning they met again at the fame Place, where 
our Commiilioners deliver’'d up to the French fuch 
Prifoners as were left of the Garrifon of Huy, con- 
fifting of the Governour, 76. Commiffion Officers, 
and 485 private Soldiers; and we receiv’d from. 
them 14 Officers and 680 private Men, moft of 
which were Prifoners taken at Eckeren and upon 
Parties ; the Regiments taken at Tongres being at 
too great a. diftance could not be brought to the 
place of Exchange, but it is agreed that they fhall 
in 15 days be conducted to Borckloen with fuch 
other Prifoners as they have of ours, there to be ex- 
chang’d for an equal Number of theirs. A great 
Number of French Generals were prefent at the Ex- 
change, but few of ours, the Duke of Marlborough 
having given Orders to the contrary. Yefterday the 
Army march’d from St.Tron and came to this Camp,

‘him, all the Pages and Foormen in very rich Li- 
* veries, and the Horfe and Foot Guards in new 
* Cloaths; the King was in a Scarlet lac’d Coat 
‘with a Feather in his Hat, along light colour’d 
‘ Wig tied up, he is fomewhat ‘above middle fiz'd, 
* his Face pretty round and ruddy, of a graceful Be- 
* haviour ; he has the thick Auftrian Lip but ’tis 
* nor difagreeable ; and he hatha great deal of the 
‘ Air of the late King of Spain: Before Dinner he 
* receiv’d the Compliments of the Minifters of Pruffia, 
* Zell, and Wolfenbutre! ; he fat alone at a Table 
* Jonger than broad, under a Canopy of Crimfon
